With  regard  to  the  latter,  the  first  arrangements  to  cope 
v/ith  this  sudden  inrush  fell  entirely  upon  the  local  resources  of 
your  Council  a  nd  officials.  Sliolter  of  all  descriptions  was  used  by 
the  evacuees  at  night-times,  and  owing  to  the  wholehearted  work  of 
the  residents  of  the  area,  and  particularly  the  'Women’s  Voluntary 
Service,  succour  was  afforded  to  the  homeless,  and  a  reasonable  st

previous  year.  This  is  very  gratifying;  considering  the  enormous 
overcrowding  which  took  place"  in  the  Tbr/n  in  one  'period  during  the 
early  Summer.  An  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  the  Public 
Assistance  Institution  and  was  finally  traced,  after  infecting  several 
nurses,  to  an  aged  inmate.  All  attempts  to  deal  with  the  situation 
by  proper  isolation  have  been  abortive,  and  a  most  unsatisfactory 
state  of  affairs  still  exists  with  this  old  female  carrier  still  on 
the  premises  of  tie  Public  Assistance  Institution.  Various  recommend¬ 
ations  have  been  made  by  n^j^self  and  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Institution  without  effect.
